WHERE THE TAR WAS BOUGHT. 


Editor Bentley Again on the Stan d— 
Some Strong Testimony is 
Brought Out—Court 
Notes. 


The case of the six young men of 
Covina who are charged with tarring 
and feathering Editor George Bentley 
of Azusa continued through the day 
yesterday before Justice Savage. Af- 
ter the opening of court Mr. Diehl, 
who is conducting the case for the 
people, asked that the rule for the ex- 
clusiod of witnesses be more rigidly 
enforced than it had been heretofore, 
as he had beard thata regular practice 
was indulged in by the witnesses of 
hearing the testimony and talking it 
over among themselves. 

The first witness was Dr. J. B. Hos- 
tetter of Covina. He declined to 
swear, but affirmed his testimony. He 
“IT have lived in Covina a little 
more than two years, and am slightly 
acquainted with several of the defend- 
ants. A few days after the tarring 
and feathering of Mr. Bentley I was 
present at the postoffice, when a num- 
ber of people who were there began a 
conversation about the affair. Arthur 


Cummins, the defendant, took part in 


the conversation and described how it 
was done. He said: ‘They tarred him 
good, and we sprinkled on the feath- 
ers. 

In answer to a request from Mr. 
Diehl, Dr. Hostetter stepped down 
from the witness stand and put his 
hand on Cummins's shoulder to indi- 
cate which of the defendants it was 
that had made this remark. 

A. F. Borden, the next witness, was 
shown the following note and asked if 
he had ever seen it before: 

601.— We tarred and feathered Bentley of 
1 Friday night, 8 of August. 
that this becomes publick news. You are 
a stranger in the piace and they cannot 
hurt you. He writes dirty things in his pa- 
per. (Signed) Azusa VIGILANTES. 

The witness told where he had rst 
seen the note. It was at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Lee, in Oovina, where it 
was pushed under the door. He had 
had some conversation with Will Ham- 
lin about the note and had been told 
the name of the person who had writ- 
ten it. But he had promised on his 
honor to keep it a secret. 

The Court informed him that his 
oath was more binding than his word 
of honor, and the witness finally said 
that the note was reported to have 
been written by Clyde Eye.

A Question of Justice. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 25,1890—[To the 
Editor of Tie Times! Asa working- 
man, not a member of the Typograph- 
ical Union, I beg space in your col- 
umns to set forth a few questions. 

In this free America, if a man 
chooses to rely upon his own individ- 
ual skill and personal value as a work- 
man, who always commands as much 
or more than the scale of wages as es- 
tablished by the aforesaid union; if he 
be industrious, intelligent and thought- 
ful, why aud by what sense of reason- 
ing are they justified in denouncing 
him as a rat, scab, renegade, eto. 

There is no questioning the tact that 
among non-union workmen there may 
be found men who are far superior in 
every réquirement that goes to make a 
workman or man,to many who are in 
the union ranks; yet tRey are stigma- 
tized as traitors, inferior workmen, 
etc., by the very men who could not, 
to save their lives, fill their places 
either as workmen, or socially, mor- 
or intellectually. 

n the name of common horse sense, 
where is the philosophy in this? 

Take, for instance, the Locomotive 
Firemen, who, on being solicited, have, 
much to their. discredit as intelligent 
men, passed aset of resolutions, de- 
Claring a set of men whom they do not 
know individually or severally, asa 
“horde of inferior and incompetent 
imported renegades. The fact can- 
not be disputed that these firemen do 
not know any more a 
what constitutes a correctly 
composed column of. type than a pig 
knows about Sunday. © same may 
be saidof the Knights of Labor and 
other organizations. It can be safely 
said that if the intelligent men among 
these societies w uld take the pains to 
meet some of these men and women 
whom they are so ready to abuse for 
simply taking the places of those who 
did not want them, there is no doubt 
but the blush of shame would turn 
their cheeks redder than carmine. 

Many unthinking members of unions 
might ask why don’t belong toa 
union. Simply this: I don’t choose to 
assign my right to retain a coveted 
and lucrative position simply because 
some inferior fellow-workmen is dis- 
charged by my employer, or for some 
trivial, imaginary offense to some in- 
dividual, who, perhaps, might be in 
the penitentiary if he received his 
merits. There are, no doubt, many 
men wronged by employers, and dis- 
charged unjustly, but where is there 
to be found a workman who, if trans- 
formed into an employer, would not 
insist on the privilege of discharging a 
man if be chose to do so? If there 
were a standard of wisdom by which 
questions that arise between labor and 
Capital could be acted apon both justly 
and wisely, every man in the land 
would belong to and be a staduch and 
true follower thereof. 

There are advantages to be derived 
by a membership ina union, but when 
cOmpured to the untold misery and 
suffering, sacrificed homesand wrecked 
family circles, caused by a strike like 
that of the great Southwest railroad 
system in 1886, wherein 7000 workmen 
were sent adrift, and for what reason— 
simply bscause à man by the name of 
Halil, away off in Texas, wus dis- 
charged, perhaps for good reasons, per- 
ones not—what matters it? 

Hut to return to the question proper, 
it has been well said that “he whose 
cause must be supported by a lie has 
indeed a poor one.“ And this is ex- 
actly the case with the union in this 
matter. Some concessions were asked 
of them, but they, wise in their con- 
ceit, thought they had the bull by the 
horns, and refusing everything, de- 
manded more, with the usual result. 

It is pretty evident, however, that at 
this stage of the game they are belab- 
oring the ass with a straw,“ or, in 
other words, the fight is all their own, 
judging from the appearance and regu- 
larity of the twodailies which are at 
present the target for the infamous 
and libelous attacks contained ina 
sheet which should cause those con- 
nected with it to blush for shame. 

This warfare, these libelous state- 
ments, abusive personal attacks, at- 
tempts to ruin the business of these 
‘concerns is- 
— To compel these same business 

ouses to employ the very men who are 
now making a superhuman effort to 
ruin them. Oh, ye gods, what consist- 
ency? Non UNION.

AFTER THIEVES. 


A Lively Chase by Police 
Officers. 


THE MEN RUN ‘TO COVER. 


Bosqui’s Wild Ride After Gne of the 
Men—How He Bsoaped—Still 
Following the 

Trail. 


There has been considerable com- 
plaint recently that cattle thieves were 
operating in the vicinity of the slaugh- 
ter-house on the Mission road, and 
early yesterday morning word reached 
the Police Station that two thieves had 
Billed a steer among the willows just 
west of Hunter’s ranch u short dis- 
tance out of town, and that the beef 
and possibly the thieves were still 
concealed there. Officers Bosqul, Ma- 
guire and Valencia were detailed to 
look the matter up and at once 
mounted and set out. 

After some difficulty the beef, or a 
part of it, was located, and the several 
knives and other tools used by the 
thieves found lying near, as though they 
had been surprised at their work and 
cleared out in ahurry. Theownership 
of one of the knives was ascertained 
and another was a part of a dozen 
stolen from Mother Brown’s plece 
some time before. 

From inquiries made, the officers de- 
cided that the two thieves. were 
Adronica Tapia and Santos Duarte, 
two Mexicans living in the little Merl 
can settlement near Mother Brown’s. 
Pedro Sepulveda was also said to be 
implicated, but when placed under ar- 
rest it 4 that his only connec- 
tion with the affair was that he had 
loaned a horse and wagon to the two 
men on Sunday for another purpose, 
and he was accordingly released. 

The officers visited the homes of the 
two men and at one they found a 
buggy, the dashboard and floor of 
which showed blood stains and cattle

received information 
had gone off in the direction of 
San Gabriel, aud Duarte had ridden 
in the direction of town. Officerd 
Bosqui and Valencia accordingly 
turned back and when on a rise back 
of Hancock Johnson’s place usa 
Prichard street they saw a man an- 
swering to the 8 of Daatte, 
riding a bay horse, w seemed an- 
ious to escape observation. They ac 
cordingly gave chase and he, see 
that he was discovered, circled aro 
and rode out over the bills toward the 
Mission road. When near the top of 
a bil over which the man disap | 
peared, Bosqui’s horse, hired from 
a livery stable, fell with him and 
when he had remounted the man 
was nowhere to be seen. The officer 
rode on toward the Mexican settle 
ment, where the two men lived, 
and found the . whole plage 
excited on his arrival. The men said 
that Santos had been there ang potn 
out the direction in which he had gone. 
One old man caught Bosqui’s eye and 
pointed in another di aod tho 
officer accordingly accepted the one as 
against the many and rode as fast as 
the rough ground would permit, after 
the man, whom he soon discovered 
crouching down and running for a 
mustard patch. He wus being rapidly 
overtaken when the officer reached a 
ditch which bis horse would not cross. 
Bosqui drew his revolver and fired at 
the man, who, almost on all fours, was 
climbing a steep hill, and knucked up 
= dirt near by, but failed to stop 
im. 
When the officer had ridden his horse 
around to the top of the hill he in 
caught sight of his man going along 
the top of the ridge. He rode along 
after him until another ditch stopped 
the animal he rode, when he again 
drew his revolver and fired several 
shots at the man, attempting to wound 
him. The distance rendered the aim 
uncertain and the man kept ou. Offi- 
cer Bosqui dismounted and pursued 
him on foot, but when he came near 
his man, the latter, who had reached a 
cluster of small trees, turned, drew a 
revolver and holding it in plain sight, 
calmly awaited the officer’s approach. 
Bosqui was practically unarmed, 
having but one shot remaining in his 
revolver; and he considered it impru- | 
dent to advasco. He accordingly rode 
back to Mother Brown’s, where he se- 
cured a Wiuchester and a fresh borse, 
warranted to jump ditches, and re- 
turned. The man was of course in- 
visible by this time, and there were a 
dozen places in thé vicinity where a 
man might hide fora month without 
any fear of discovery. ‘ 
Atter keeping up the search until; 
about 3 o’clock, and having been in 
the saddle twelve hours, the officers re- 
turned to town, with the exception ot 
Valencia, who was still out at 11 
o’cl ck last night. Officer-Bosqui in 
particular feels much chagrined at the 
escape af the thieves, which would 
scarcely have happened had the officers 
been better mou ted or armed,

In raising your turkeys be careful 
that they do not get wet.

Switchmen’s Strike on the Chicago

The conference report on the Sundry

The trees are grafted and to- 
grafted, sometimes annually. The 
young trees bear better than the old, 
and young grafts bear far better than 
the branches of old trges. In most of 
the fig orchards they graft the trees 
every year. 
hen the fallen fruit is compara- 
tively dry, it is assorted and packed in 
bags, weighing from 200 to 400 pounds 
each. These are loaded in couples 
upon camels, each couple being termed 
aload. This wes the universal prac- 
tice up to a late date, when the iron 
horge invaded Syria. Now a a good 
railroad runs from Smyrna to Ephesus, 


and brings a large part of the fig crop. 


to the former city. No prettier sight 
to a Greek eye exists in the world than 
a great line of camels laden with figs 
coming into Smyrna from the towns of 
the far interior. 

“Once arrived, the camels are un- 
loaded and the tigs displayed in the 
open market. It is singularly like 

ashington market in the early morn- 
ing, when the farmers come in with 

thelr produce from the country dis- 
— The marketmen are Arme- 
nians, Turks, Jews and Greeks. Even 
in Smyrna, which is under the Turk- 
ish rule, through the shrewdness and 
commercial sense that has made the 
race conspicuous in the financial his- 
tory of the world, the Isrealite has 
become a leading member in all busi- 
iness circles. he marketmen make 
money easily and too often question- 
ably. They advance money upon con- 
signments, and act both as bankers 
and factors. They control the 
market both buying and 
elling aud enjoy a 
rust of their own. 


The are bought by the mer- 
chante and shippers and * to the 

factories. Here they are emptied in long 
rows and carefully assorted by men, 
women and children, who sit cross- 
legged with the fruit on one side and 
baskets and boxes on the other. They 
sort the @ifferent qualities anid shape 
each fig in the oblong form so familiar 
tothe New World. The boxes are 
Cased in wooden forms, called skele- 
tons, which weigh from 250 to 350 
pounds net. Each skeleton contains 
from 250 to 350 boxes, according to the 
weight of the latter. The finest qual- 
ities are made into what are called 
layer figs; those next in excellence are 
molded into oblong shape, and are 
known as ‘macaroni.’ ‘Ube poorer sort 
are packed into boxes, crates and bags. 
Smyrna exports annually about 55,000 
skeletons, of which Engiagd takes 
about 35 per cent and the United 
States about 60. Boston formally con- 
trolled the trade, but now New York 
has the lead, doing nine-tenths of the 
business. ’ 


What a Southern California Ranch 
Will Produce. 

The Santa Ana Blade, in speaking of 
a ranch in that vicinity‘owned by Sau- 
ford Johnson of Los Angeles, says: 

The largest of Mr. Johnson’s 
rauches lies five miles due west of 
Santa Ana, on First street. It con- 
tains 352 acres of land, most of which 
is utilized in raising hay and corn. 
Concerning this piece of property Mr. 
Johnson said: 

“This ranch yields me an income of 
$10,000 a year above all expenses, and 
I hire all my work done. Lhave 120 
acres in alfalfa, and get five crops a 

ear from it. I have 1500 tons of hay 

n sheds upon the rauch now, a portion 
of which is last year’s crop. At the 
present price this would bring me 5156, 
000. but Lam going to hold ita wulle 
longer, as I am of the opinion that good 
hay will bring $15 a ton by January 
next. Then I have 150 acres in corp 
that will run from 50 to 100 bushels to 
the acre, and that is no small item.“ 

Now by a little figuring on the above 
statement it is easy to ascertain that 
this ranch is paying interest at the 
rate of 10 per cent. on every acrein the 
whole piece on a value of $284 per acre; 
aud remember that this is not an 
orange orchard, but that this income 
is derived from bay and corn, and that 
all of the labor is hired. Is there au- 
other portion of the United States that 
can make as good a showing as this on 
80 large a body of land? In addition 
to the above facts, Mr, Johnson algo 
stated that he never irrigated this 
— which is another great point to 
consider. 

Two miles west of this place Mr. 
Johnson owns a dairy ranch of 160 
acres. Here he raises a large number 
of hogs which be feeds on beets and 
milk, together with corn from the 
other ranch. Two men and their fam- 
ilies do all the work on this ranch, and 
the sales of butter pay all expenses, be- 
sides. which enough chickens are 
raised to pay all the living expenses of 
the families.

Fruit Handling. 
(Petaluma Courier.) 

So long as fruit is on tree, vine or 
plant, and growing, living, it is kept 
comparatively cool, be the surrounding 
atmosphere ever so warm naturally. 
This cooluess is kept up by evaporation 


from the surface of the fruit, and the 


moisture for the evaporation is supplied 
by the roots up through the body, 
brauches and twigs tothe fruit. So 
soon as the fruit is plucked from the 
tree, or it has become dead ripe, this 
supply is at once cut off, and the fruit 
becomes of the temperature surround- 
ing it, and the process of ripening or 

decay at once begins, if the fruit is ma- 
ture enough. As proof, a Bartlett pear, 

one-half, or even one-third grown, may 


be plucked from the tree and ripen up 
fine and mellow in a warm, confined 
place, in afew days. But if that same 
yout was at once placed in cold storage, 


fore the utmost care should be taken in 
handling it, or it is liable to become 
too warm at some times, and ripen 
prematurely. Two boxes of peaches 
exactly alike are gathered at the same 
time, one left in the hot sun one hour 
after packing, the other kept con- 
stantly in the shade, until both are 
placed in the car and ‘shipped to New 
York, and 2 cool while en route. 
Of one, the fruit would surely ripen 
and smell on the wy, the other go 
through in fine condition. Therefore 
fruit grown in hot interior valleys, 
from the time it is taken from the tree 
until it is packed in the car, should be 
kept perfectly cool—the cooler the bet- 
ter. The heat of the sun should never 
be allowed to touch it for a moment.

Fowls swallow their food, broken or 
not, aud it enters thecrop or first stom- 
ach, and remains in it until it bas be- 
come softened, more or less. when a 
small quantity at a time, just as grain 
runs into a grist mill, is forced into 
the gizzard among the gravel stones. 
This gizzard is a strong muscular 
stomach, and plays night and day, 
when there is a grist to grind, simular 
to bellows, contracting and expanding, 
thus forcing the gravel stones into the 
grain and breaking it to fragments, 
and triturating the whole mass, after 
which it isin a suitable conditon to 
be quickly digested.

“First we have the Genéva, which is 
slightly crowned and quite thin. Then the 
patent Geneva, made in the same form, but 
with a small polished space in the center. 
The bull’s eye is high crowned, also with a 
polished center. Then there ig the thick 
parallel. This is flat on top and. very 
thick. They have been in vogue for about 
twelve years, and were brought out, I be- 
lieve, in answer to demands made necessary 
by the great popularity of the open face 
watch. The edges are ground down 80 as 
to fit the chronometer bezel, They are very 
strong, and will stand a great deal of hard 
usage before breaking. The miconcaye has 
avery slight swell, and is used mostly in 
ladies’ watches. The thiek miconcave is 
for gentlemen’s open faced timers. The 
thick concave is made heavy and ground 
out on the under side and has a flat top.
